The threat to personal freedom in- steadily 


herent in the Socialist and Commun- 
ist philosophies, and the high prom- 
ise of Canada’s future were stressed 
at the Annual Meeting of the Share- 
holders of The Royal Bank of Can- 
ada. “On the evidence before the 
world today, capitalism works’ said 
Sydney G. Dobson, President. “It 
works so well that the lowest paid 
workers in these North American 
democracies are better fed, better 
housed, and better supplied with the 
comforts of life than are the great 
mass of the population of collectivist 
countries. And they enjoy freedom.” 

“Our successful development of 
natural resources confirms our belief 
in private enterprise as the best mo- 
tivating force in an economic system. 


|All the natural resources imaginable 
jare useless until they are brought out 


where they can be turned into ser- 
viceable goods, and the primary seek- 
er, the most successful finder, and 
the greatest manufacturer has been 
private enterprise. 

“Under this system people think 
hard and work hard because there 
are reasonable rewards, The need of 
incentives is recognized in every 
country where men are free to choose 
whether they shall work or not work, 
and how hard they shall work. 

“In all collectivist economies—Com- 


|munistic or Socialistic—the idea pre- 


vails that dictators or bureaucrats 


}can arrange the lives of people bet- 


ter than people can do it for them- 
selves, Capitalism, on the other hand, 
believes that individuals should be 
free to express their abilities and 
thereby bring about a better stand- 
ard of living and a better social or- 
der, 

“Our system hinges on initiative, 
the courage to invest capital, the 
right to take a reasonable profit Trom 
such enterprises as are successful 
and the obligation to stand such loss- 
es as may be incurred in enterprises 
which fail. 


THREAT TO FREEDOM 


“Socialism and Communism do not 
seek to make the best of people's 
minds and enterprise. On the con- 
trary, their proce is to level all 
people by dragging down those who 
might have superior attainments. 
They need a strong centralized gov- 
ernment with control over all sec- 
tions of the economy. They are not 
systems of freedom, but of rationed 
democracy, in which liberty is doled 
out like social security benefits. In- 
centives are lost, and individual initi- 
is smothered. Standards of 
work and product remain unimprov- 
ed, because jobs are assured without 
regard for efficiency or performance. 
The ambition of men declines to 
doing just as much as has to be done 
and no more. Progress is sacrificed 
to a worship of averages—and they 
are averages somehow arrived at so 
as to be well within the reach of the 
least progressive. Promotion on merit 
is abandoned in favour of promotion 
in turn, Skilled workers receive very 
little more than unskilled workers. 
It is only natural that such a state 
of affairs should drive the best brains 
out of a country. 

“I believe in equality, so long as it 
is equality of opportunity in educa- 
tion, careers and public life. Social- 
ism is a force which holds _ back, 
while enterprise is a force which pro- 
pels us forward, and gives men and 
women a chance to display their tal- 
ent and their worth,” 


FOREIGN TRADE 


While Canada’s export figures had 
shown satisfactory gains during the 
past few months, Mr. Dobson warned 
that, “there is nothing in our foreign 
trade picture today about which we 
can afford to be complacent. 

“Our present peak of business is 
being maintained to a large extent 
by artificial respiration in the form 
of credits from Canada and the Unit- 
ed States, To realize our position we 
need only imagine what would be the 
state of our commerce—and there- 
fore of our standard of living—if the 
Economic Recovery Programme and 
our own loans to Europe were sud- 
denly cut off. 

“It is true that we can examine 
our rising export business of the past 
few months with certain satisfaction. 
Last October saw us strike a new 
high record in domestic exports, 


| both in total and in shipments to the 
| United States. 


Our total in the first 
11 months of 1948 was $250 million 
higher than in the corresponding 
period of 1947.” 

Turning to domestic affairs, Mr. 
Dobson noted that while the pressure 
of demand has tended to push prices

“It is with regard to prices’, he 
said, ‘‘that the manufacturer and the 
business man have their greatest 
worries. No matter how they balance 
increased labour costs with technical 
advance, and other increased costs 
with prevention of waste, they are 
driven, in spite of all their ingenuity, 
to raise prices to their customers. 

“It seems to me that those who 
work for wages are ill-advised when 
they rush into demands which are 
planned to give them an immediate 
advantage through increased wages, 
while losing sight of the fact that 
there is an important long-term as- 
pect to be considered. How much 
money a worker makes is far less 
significant than how much he can 
buy, and if he is to buy anything at 
all his employer must be able to stay 
competition with manufacturers 
in the rest of the world,”

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Berlin Air Lift 
Huge Operation 


BERLIN. — As the Anglo-Am- 
erican air lift, now more than 
six months old, goes on into 
1949, the predominant thought 
here is “how much longer will 
it go on?” 

Since its birth June 26, 1948, when 
a handful of aircraft began to bring 
in food and fuel for 2,500,000 west- 
sector Berliners, the air lift has 
grown into one of the greatest aerial 
Supply operations in history. 

In the teeth of those who said it 
could not be done, a combined Brit- 
ish and American air armada has in 
the last half year flown in 700,172 
tons of supplies in 96,640 flights, 

It has meant: 

1, Giving wings to more than 70,- 
000 European-type freight cars each 
capable of storing 10 tons, 

2. Flying in 600 pounds of food, 
fuel and other supplies for every 
resident in the western sectors. 

8. Flying in raw materials to keep 
the industries of Germany's largest 
city from closing down and giving 
renewed hope and faith to 2,500,000 
human beings. 

Seventeen Americans and nine 
British airmen have been killed in 
the six months of blockade flying. 

Launched in haste, confusion and 
bad weather, only the bad weather 
remains today as a reminder of the 
first hectic days of the air lift, 

In six months, the air lift has de- 
veloped into a smoothly-running or- 
ganization whose precision, both in 
the air and on the ground, has prov- 
ed faultless, 

Today, more than 15,000 Ameri- 
cans and 7,000 Britons are actively 
engaged in some phase of the opera- 
tion, whether flying the cargo, main- 
taining ground supply lines, or ser- 
vicing equipment needed to make the 
air lift tick over.

HEALTH 


Efforts To 
Control Cancer 
Co-ordinated 


During the past year in Canada, 
great progress has been made in the 
co-ordination of a previously divided 
effort aimed towards the control of 
cancer, stated in a National Health 
Week message from the Canadian 
Cancer Society. In May of 1948, the 
federal government announced that 
$3,500,000 per year of .the total 
Health Grant would be devoted to- 
wards increasing the diagnostic and 
treatment facilities for cancer in the 
various provinces, provided the prov- 
inces would meet this expenditure on 
a matching basis. In other words, 
$7,000,000 per year is now potential- 
ly available for the diagnosis and 
treatment of cancer across Canada. 

In June of the same year the two 
nationally recognized voluntary can- 
cer organizations became affiliated 
for the purpose of co-ordinating their 
own phases of the cancer program. 
One of these organizations, the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute of Canada, 
supports an expanded program of 
cancer research in Canadian univer- 
sities, the co-ordinating of which is 
its primary concern, Furthermore, 
a program of Fellowships for cancer 
research training has also been es- 
tablished. 

The other organization, the Cana- 
dian Cancer Society, has accepted 
responsibility for lay education and 
welfare service in the field of cancer 
and is, to a large degree, responsible 
for the raising of funds for the work 
of the National Cancer Institute. 
The Canadian Cancer Society, through 
its Provincial Divisions, promotes lay 
education, Its program is based on 
the belief that “Early Cancer Is Cur- 
able In The Majority Of Cases.” Its 
efforts are directed towards early 
diagnosis and treatment as the only 
means of reducing cancer mortality 
at the present time. Welfare ser- 
vices of the Society include the pro- 
vision of cancer dressings, transpor- 
tation for cancer patients and loan 
closets, as well as such other neces- 
Sary services as may not be avail- 
able through other agencies. 

The program of the National Can- 
cer Institute and the Canadian Can- 
cer Society are complementary to 
the diagnostic and treatment ser- 
vices of the provincial governments. 
As the government’s program of 
cancer control develops, the service 
of these national voluntary agencies 
will expand and will require increas- 
ing public support.

In the South Pacific there are 
numerous stamp issuing British col- 
onies, which in recent years have is- 
sued pictorial stamps, Through these 
stamps collectors are able to learn 
something about the people and 
scenery of these island colonies. 

Included in the colonies are the 
Fiji Islands, Samoa, British Solomon 
Islands, New Guinea, Pitcairn Is- 
land, Cook Islands, Brunei, New 
Hebrides, Tonga, and Gilbert and El- 
lice Islands. Last year two new 
stamp issuing colonies were created, 
Norfolk Island off Australia, and 
Tokelau Island off New Zealand, 

Unlike most British colonial stamps, 
stamps of most of these islands have 
been pictorial issues. Some of the 
earlier issues have featured only the 
current British monarch, but postal 
authorities early felt that these col- 
onies would be more popular with 
stamp collectors if the stamps were 
more attractive. 

The stamps of the Fiji Islands are 
a good example of the South Pacific 
Island colonial stamps. The Fiji ad- 
ministration began issuing stamps in 
1870, with a type set stamp printed 
locally at Suva, the capital city. 
These are the most valuable of Fiji 
stamps, The following year the royal 
cipher and crown were featured on 
stamps, and in 1878 Queen Victoria's 
cipher and crown were used on the 
stamps, while portrait stamps of the 
Queen appeared in 1881. A _ native 
canoe was shown on an issue a few 
years later, amd King Edward VII 
appeared on Fiji stamps in 1903, with 
standard British colonial design. 
King George V made his postal ap- 
pearance on Fiji stamps in 1912. 
Standard British colonial silver jubi- 
lee and coronation sets appeared for 
the colony in 1935 and 1937 respec- 
tively. The first pictorials with 


|views of the area were issued in 
1938, each stamp with inset of King 
George VI. These pictorials includ- 
ed a map stamp, views of various 
types of native boats, sugar cane 
growing, night fish spearing, views 
of native villages and Suva harbor. 

The stamps of the Cook Islands, 
which include separate but similar 
issues for Penrhyn Island, Aitutaki 
and Niue, feature views of the is- 
lands and native people, as well as 
Captain James Cook, discoverer of 
the islands, British Solomon Islands 
feature native war canoes, native 
types, scenery and some native 
plants, as breadfruit. The stamps of 
the New Hebrides feature the coat 
of arms of both Great Britain and 
France, which govern the islands 
jointly. Latest issues show a beach 
scene,

Good Farm Rule 


During the winter month when 
things are not quite so busy on the 
farm is a good time to remedy that 
hazard which nearly caused an acci- 
dent back in the summer, Perhaps 
it was a faulty trap-door or inade- 
quately protected stairs in the barn, 
an unsafe bull-pan, or loose boards 
on the house verandah, Whatever it 
was, if it isn’t fixed there may be a 
real accident this summer ;

Many of these accidents should not 
have occurred, For instance, on 
Canadian farms the most frequent 
accident is from falls, and the most 
frequent cause is the existence of 
trap-doors and inadequately protect- 
ed_ stairs, Hand railings on open 
ttairs, and a railing to guard every 
stairway opening and trap-door, will 
prevent many injurious falls. New 
treads to replace old worn steps on 
stairways may cost a little more 
than patching, but will probably cost 
|less than a doctor's bill and time lost 
While a broken bone is mending. 
Patched steps give a sense of secure 
ity that only too often does not exist, 
Plenty of light is an added precau- 
tion, and stairs in a barn are much 
safer when kept free from hay and 
chaff, 

A cause of some farm accidents 
which is often overlooked is the use 
cf too loose clothing. Long, loose 
slicker3 worn on a wet day can cause 
a stumble, or if it is windy can blow

Malnutrition Evident 


Canada’s Northern Indians Have 
Abandoned Native Eating Habits 


OTTAWA. — Canada's northern Indians have lost the art of 
eating. Not that they don't eat. They do, but not well. They have 
abandoned the native eating habits oftheir forefathers and adopt- 
ed a semi-civilized, semi-native diet which lacks essential food 
values, brings them to malnutrition and leaves them prey to tu-

changed eating habits, now is trying 
to salvage the red man by directing 
him towards proper food channels. 

Dr. P. E. Moore, director of Indian 
Health Services for the Federal 
Health Department, is heading a 
program which has two main objec- 
tives: 1, Teaching the Indian what 
he should cat for an adequate diet; 
2, Bringing wholesome foods contain- 
ing protective components closer to 
his hand, 

The program is directed mainly at 
the 50,000 Indians leading a nomad 
existence as hunters in Canada’s 
northern lands. It has little to do 
with the 80,000 reserve Indians who 
live near populated centres and have 
access to proper foods, 

Dr. Moore explained the Indian’s 
problem in one simple sentence— 
“The Indian used to hunt for food 
and now he hunts for fur.” That, 
he said, was the basic factor. 

Interviewed in his Ottawa office, 
he explained how the old-time Indian 
obtained essential vitamins and min- 
erals from the game and soil about 
{him while the present-day Indian 
gets little food value no matter how 
much he feasts, 

The old-time Indian, he said, would 
catch a fish or kill an animal and} 
eat it virtually whole, thus supple-

SHIPMATES — Able Seaman Bill 
Bryce of Toronto was credited ‘with 
saving two of his shipmates from 
drowning when the Canadian freigh- 
ter Cumberland County was caught 
in a fierce North Atlantic gale. 
Bryce said a big wave “about half 
the height of the mast” roared over 
the freighter’s side, during a north 
Atlantic gale which reached a peak 
of intensity 400 miles off Malin Head, 
County Donegal. Bryce and two 
other Canadians, David White, mess- 
man from Cape Breton Island, and 
Don Harrett of Fruitvale, B.C., were 
swept like toys toward the ship’s 
rail, ‘We lay on our stomachs cling- 
ing to anything we could get hold 
of,” Bryce said.

OTTAWA.-—Big world wheat crops 
for 1949 are forecast by the Bureau 
of Statistics, 

The bureau said in its monthly re- 
view of the world wheat situation 
that it saw a “distinct” possibility of 
substantial world wheat supplies this 
year, barring adverse weather, 

It noted that weather already has 
lessened the wheat harvest in Argen- 
tina, Where bad November frosts and 
prolonged drought have reduced crop 
estimates some 100,000,000 bushels, 

But in Australia, satisfactory ma- 
turing weather has brought a crop} 
now estimated at below 
crop but still 20,000,000 
1935-39 average. 

The bureau said Canada's spring 
wheat plantings likely will increase 
in western Canada, Current lower
